Dtir- 
lag  th«  tame 'period,  and  due  to  un- 
stable conditions,  the  market  in  Al- 
berta furnished  a  price  of  from  %i 
to  |3.t5  per  erale  to  the  wholesale 
trade.  In  the  Winnipeg  market  it  is 
noted  that  American  competition  prc- 
vailcd^  In  Calkary  the  competition 
was  internal.  The  lesson  to  be  dc 
rived  is  this,  namely,  that,  if  internal 
competition,  doe  to  ancoBtrotlcd  Coo- 
aignment.  was  removed  from  the  Al- 
berta market,  there  ia  no  reason  why 
prices  should  not  be  better  for  Vic- 
toria strawberries  in  Calgary  than  tit 
Winnipeg.  Here  is  the  moral  point- 
ed by  Mr.  J  A.  Grant,  the  Markets 
Commissioner: 

"We  have  had  occasion  every 
year  during  the  past  eight  years 
to  .point  put  that  the  farmers 
were  their  own  worse  enemies; 
that  want  of  unity  and  concen- 
tration in  marketing  lost  them  the 
right  of  selling  their  produce  on  a 
basis  consiatcnt  with  the  coat  of  pro- 
duction. Ad  veil  ■wuugat  them, 
gambling  on  consigntnrnt  as  a  means 
to  give  the  individual  a  chance  to 
eacape  kgitknate  diatrllMilfit  coats, 
have  placed  the  fruit  industry  in  a 
critical  condition." 

Then,  Mr.  Orant  goea  on  to  show 
by  the  following  letter  the  eonditkins 
prevailing  in  A)J>crta  and  the/  hope- 
lessness of  a  legitimate  Jobber,  who 
has  to  meet  prices  act  by  epnatgn- 
mcnt  goods:
